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Special Purpose 


PLANES 


In all types of woodworking whether it is cabinet 
making, model making, pattern making or car- 
pentry we are confronted with the careful fitting 
or cutting of wood to meet innumerable situa- 
tions that involve certain basic cuts. 


The special purpose planes ore designed to help 
this need, or perhaps to make final finishing 
cuts where machines have first been used to 
rough out the waste stock. 

The eviting vf w rebbe with ow uerves the grein, 
the routing of sunken or depressed surfaces or 
trimming the inside edge of a groove can be 
accurately and conveniently accomplished with 
these hand planes. 


The combination plane, Stanley #45 shown on 
the last page, will make all types of rabbet 
cuts and all sizes of grooves or dados. A sepa- 
rate booklet is available that explains the use 
of this interesting plane. 


The plane irons or cutters of all of these planes 
are sharpened similar to a plane iron of a 
bench plane. This information is fully covered 
and illustrated in the Stanley Tool Guide de- 
scribed on the back cover and offered at 25¢
